Certifications must be current and completed after January 1, 1992, to
be eligible for transfer credit. Purdue Global is on a quarter credit hour (QCH) system and all credits awarded will
be in quarter credit hours. When more than a single credit recommendation is listed the credits will be awarded to
the one option that best fits the students’ degree need.
